|^T"We are informed by telegraph that 
General Banks has issued an order for a State, 
election ia Louisiana, presuming that one 
tenth of the people are ready to comply with 
the President's proclamation; and this one 
tenth are to rule the nine-tenths at discre- 
tion. 

This mr.y look like progress to some pea- 
pie, but to us it seema only another obstacle 
thrown in the way of the Union of these 
States. Of course the nine-tenths will never 
submit to this political sect composed of tbe 
one tenth. 

Four-fllth8 of Ireland are controlled by the 
one-iifib; but really with the army and navy 
of Eusland. So it will be in Louisiana. Liws 
made by this one-tenth are to be executed by 
the power of the Federal Government. This 
military order sets aside the Constitution and 
laws of the State, and treats the State really as 
a conquered province, to be manipulated into 
the shape of a State according to the discre- 
tion of a party holding the power of the Fed- 
eral Government. 

It strikes us that before we shall have Uuion 
in peace all this must be undone. And what 
is the use of it while it last*? If peo- 
ple are to be governed without their consent, 
let it be done under military necessity. One 
master is better than a rotten sect composed 
In part of the most mercenary and unscrupu- 
lous. In principle, there is no diligence in 
the rule of one and the rule of a few. 

We are aware that fomc irregularities will 
oblaiu in the effort of States to resume their 
places in the Union. The States revolved out 
of the Union lawlessly, aid if they must get 
back witht ut tbe regular forms of laws and 
Constitutions, let it be the ac ts of the States. 
It is a nect6<5ty to them to overleap some of 
the regular iorms of law to get into line 
egalt; but the Federal Government is not 
justified in this revolutionary conduct, for it 
is revolutionary. 

There is a serious question here for the rest 
of the States that have remained faithful to 
the Union. Will they consent to be ruled in 
Congress by this cne-tentb in the other 
States? 

This is the theory of the dominant party 
upon the reconstruction programme. If it be 
sustained, what sort of institutions shall we 
have? What is meant by that republictn 
form of Government that Congress i6 bound 
to guarantee to each Slatt? Will the rule of 
a little sect, composed of one-tenth of the 
people, be misnamed republican and tolerated 
hi this country? 

Well, whit in the world is to ba done? it 
msy be :nked. Do nothing, rather than c»m- 
mil such an oxtrage on the princi ulcs of our 
Government. 

Whenever the people of a State are ready to 
fall into line a^aln 11 the Uaioa as they were, 
there is no difficulty about it. They will Had 
a way iu tbe frcj exercise of their reserved 
rights which the Fodcral Government has no 
right to touch. 

These State rights are the very b isis of our 
system, uud any tinkering with thcin is sap- 
ping the whole theory and practice of our 
Government. It revolutionizes the Federal 
Government, and mikes it a sovereign power, 
with no limit but the discretion of tuo3e who 
may for the time being happen to adminis- 
ter It. 

We are surprised that any State should as- 
sent to this. They can look into this mirror 
and see their own distorted faces. The Bcheme 
admits that a State may, by its act, cease to 
be a State of the Uuion, and what is worse, a 
State by lis own act miy confer power upon 
the Federal Government that the latter had 
not under the Constitution; that the Federal 
Government, by the acts of a few States, be- 
come an absolute despotism. 

Shall we admit such a theory at all? It has 
all the vices of secession and no merit to 
recommend it. We hold it a step away from 
progress, toward Union, which must at last be 
retraced through more complications than 
really belong to the 6uljeet. ,

23Fln the Tribune of the IStfc we find a 
report by Mr. Yeatman, President of the 
Western Sanitary Commission, upon the con- 
dition of the blacks on the Mississippi. It is 
anything but creditable to the philanthropy 
ot the Administration, whic'j has thus useless- 
ly thrown these poor creatures upon the 
harity of the world. For the information of 
the public we by before our read«rs a few ex- 
tracts : 

The firemen on the steamboat on which I 
was a passenger from St. Louis to Me-mphis 
were all colored, and were receiving $45 p*r 
month. T/ie*e tnen mere afraid to go anhort at 
Hcinphi* for fear of beiny picked up and forced 
into Government employmetU at let* than one- 
fourth their ezisliny wayet. Beside the fact 
that men are thus passed into service, thou- 
sands have been employed for weeks aod 
montbs who have never received anything 
bat promises to pay. 

Tais negligence and failure to comply with 
obligitions have greatly disheartened the poor 
slave, who comes forth at the call of the Pres- 
ident, and supposes himself a free man. and 
hat by leaving his rebel master he is itfl : ct~ 
ing a blew on the enemy, ceasing to labor and 
to provide the food for him and for the armies 
of the rebellion. Tbu-i he was promised free 
dom, but how is it with him? He ia Beized in 
the street and ordered to go and help unload 
a steamboat, for which 'he will be paid, or 
sent to work in the trenches, or to labor for 
seme Quartermaster, or to chop wood for the 
Government. He labors for montbs, and at 
last is only paid with promises, unless, per- 
chance, it nwy be with kicks, cuffs and curies. 
Under tuch treatment he fed* that he hat ex- 
chauyed one mauler for many masters; Htm con- 
tinued abuses sadtlen and depress him, and he 
siqlu to return to his former matter. lie, at 
hast^Jed, clothed and sheltered him. Something 
suould be dope, and I doubt not will be done, 
to correct these terrible abuses when the 
proper authorities are made to comprehend 
them. 

This is a pretty fair indication of the man- 
ner in which they are treated, and it 6hows 
th.it he is really as much or more a slave than 
ever. The report, in speaking of many found 
at other points, says to the same elf ct: 

They do not realize that they are free mer. 
They say they are told they arc, but then they 
are taken and hired out to men who treat 
them, 6o far as providing for them is covcern- 
ed, far worse than their "sccesh" masters did. 
Besides thi?, they feel that their pay or hire is 
lower now than it woa when "the eecesh" 
used to hire them. This is true. A 
good negro man would hire for from 
1200 to $240 per annum, and a woman 
for from $150 to $180 per annum, and be fed 
and clothed beside, and that too when cotton 
was only worth 10 cents a pound. Now it 
is worth 70 cents. Why should not the freed- 
man now get at least as much for his labor as 
tbe slave owner did for it when he was a slave? 
The planter who formerly hired a n gro slave 
obtained from $450 to 500 bs the result of his 
lib«r; now he will obtain at l°ast $2,500, whi'e 
the laborer, if h« shou'd obtain uis entir 
year's wage*, will only receive $82 — $2 per 
head being ueducUd to pay bis ined.eal at- 
tendance, which is never given. Bat the poor 
freedman fares even worse tbtn this. He does 
not get his $7 per month, or $84 per anuum, 
less $2 for medical attendance? He only gets 
paid at that rate for the actual number of days 



which he may work — that Is, 27 cents per day; 
so that if the planter furnishes but ten days' 
labor in the month, the laborer receives but 
$2 70 for his month's labor. Was there ever 
a greater iniquity than this? I am confident 
that it is only necessary for this Commission 
to present theso facts at Washington to have 
them corrected. t a 

The striking contrast made here between 
the remuneration of tbe present employer and 
the former master will be seen. The one ob 
tains from black labor all that can be gained 
for it, but pays for only while the negro is ac- 
tually at work. It is not as formerly, where 
in sickness as in health, the black had to be 
clothed and supported. The kind of treat- 
ment they receive is shown by the foUowicg 
paragraphs : 

Ooe of the frcedmen, Henson Jackson, 
working at Wilton's plantation, said that ihey 
get corn wherever they can find it on aband- 
oned plantations; that they frequently have to 
go as far as Tensas Bayou; that he has been 
without bread for days; that four pounds of meat 
}ier week is all thit \s allowed him; that he pays 
for hit flour, and ha* worked sinoe April with- 
out receiving any payor clothing whatever; that 
he only receives tickets for actual days work, to be 
paid when the crop is sold. Others from the 
same farm testified to the same thiug, and 
laborers from other plantations gave similar 
testimony. None received molasses, rice, or 
beans, and hominy only when they choose to 
make it themselves. 

***##»•# 

One of the provisions of the present lease 
system is that articles of clothing, Ac. , should 
be furnished by the lessee to those in his em- 
ploy at ccst. From the te stiuiony of a num- 
oer of persons, most of the leseees have failed 
to provide such articles, until recently, and 
then only at exorbitant prices. I s.w 
shoes wbich could be purchased In St. Louis 
at $1 a pair sold at $2 50, and calicoes which 
would cost 20c to 24c. sold at 75c per yard. 
Such extortion should be prevented by se- 
vere penalties. 

Such conduct as this would not have been 
borne formerly, and would have aroused the 
greatest storm of indignation at this system 
of slavery. But let us examine farther: 

At Young's Point D. L. Jones, of tbe Ninth 
Louisiana regiment, African descent, is in 
charge of the camp. There are now some 2,- 
V j in this cimp, in miserable huts, tents.nrtd 
hovels. There appears to be more squalid 
miseiy and destitution here than in any place 
I have visited. The sickness and deaths were 
most frightful. During the trimmer from thir- 
ty to fifty died in a day, and tome days at many 
as seventy.Jive, during the latter part o/ June, 
July, and August. Most of the medicines re- 
ceived were irom the Western and United 
States Sanitary Commissions. 
Again: 

At Natchez is a C9rap of 2,100 frcedmen, all 
In cabins, which are without proper light and 
ventilation, overcrowded, and most prolific 
sources of diserse. Seventy-live had died in 
one day. I was Informed that some had re- 
turned to their masters on account of suffer- 
ing. Physicians are greatly needed. 

Thousands muct die for want of medicines 
and medical attendance this winter. There 
are already teachers, missionaries and Chap 
lains enough in the field; without physicians 
there will soon be no scholars for the teacher 
to t< ach, or souls for the missionary to save. 

This camp had numbered four thousand at 
one time, now it is reduced to 2,1C0— a sad 
talc to tell, but neverthless true. Tue same, 
I doubt not, can be said of other camps. 
Whoever will ride along the levee from Milli- 
ken's Bend to De Soto, as I did, and see the 
r umerous graves along too way, for the dis- 
tance of twenty-five miles, cannot doubt it. 
The inquiry everywhere was, '"Are you a Doc- 
tor ?" I trust that this pi easing want may be 
speedily supplied. 

This report, it is to be borne in mind, is by 
one who is himself intensely radical, and the 
report itself bears marks of it. He nowhere 
throughout the losg document, even when 
reciting such cases as we have here brought 
forward, ever hints that the plan of emancipa- 
tion is not a very wise one. With the fruits 
of It bclorc him, he persists iu upholding the 
measure. This being the case il is undoubted 
that he has not cxuggeraled. He has only 
spoken out when it could not be avoided. 
But he tells a plaiu story in a plain way. Of 
the destitution, wnat is unavoidable might be 
excused; but no one for a moment, after read- 
ing this report, can come to any conclusion 
whttcver but that the mos!, of the suffering is 
to be ascribed directly to the foolish , latal 
policy of the Administration.

Important Avowal — Mr. Bonner's Rea 
son for Continuing the War. 

[From the Hartford Times. ] 
The Rev. Dr. Mt£sie, the British " Emanci- 
pation " agent, bavir.g recently returned to 
England, is now giving an account of his re- 
ception in various parts of the United States. 
He will be remembered by Hartford people 
from the fact ot the meeting, held while he 
was here, in tbe Center Church, on which oc 
casion he was ooe of tbe speech-makers. At 
a late mcetinr of the Glasgow Union and 
Emancipation Society, Dr. M. referrtd to his 
interview with Mr. Lincoln and Mr. Snmuer, 
in which the Massachusetts Senator laid down 
the real doctrine of the Abolitisnists wbo 
now govern the country, viz : that their great 
object is to prevent the war from being ended 
betore negro slavery shall have been abol 
tshed. 

That this Is, and has been, the real position 
of the Administration and the Abolitl 
party we have not doubted. But the leaders 
In this guilty project of tontinuiu*c the war 
have not, a« a general thins, so openly and 
pointedly avowed the truth as one ot their 
number did in this instance to Rev. Dl 
MusMe. That Mr. Sumner permitted himself 
thus to speak out his real feelings as he is u 
shown to have done Is only to be explained 
by the fact that he was talking to a foreigner 
and a brother Abolitionist, to whom he fell It 
safe to unbosom himself. He slates, very 
pointedly, the real sentiment and purpose o 
those wbo control the "conduct of the war" 
to-day. it is an atrocious purpose; and we 
ask every reader. Democrat or R-.publican, to 
mark well the significance of the declaration 
he makes. We quote from the Society's pro- 
ceediegs at the meeting in Glasgow, Scotland: 
"Dr. Massie described the great change 
that had passed in public opinion as to 
slavery, referring particularly to the city of 
Washington, where, ufter an address, the min- 
ister cf the place said: 'Hid you delivered 
that address a year ago, you and all tbe meet- 
ing would have been mobbed and the church 
gutted.' He believed that every disaster h-»d 
been to the advantage of the anti-slavery 
cause. Mr. Charles Sumner had said to hiar 
that he feared more their successes than their 
defeats. Their successes were likely to make 
the peonle ready to say, 'Let us patch it up 
now.' Their defeats were a prolongation of 
the war, and gave the people reason to put 
the question to themselves: 4 Why is God fight- 
ing against us? Why is He delaying the day 
of peace? It is because of slavery; therefore 
let us abolish slavery.' " 

This agrees with the doctrine some time 
ago promulgated by the Antislavery Standard 
which "thanked God for defeat," and prayed 
that reverses might "continue" until the war 
was proclaimed to be, not "for the Wnion," 
but a "war against slavery." This demand the 
President has since that time complied with. 
But Mr. Sumner's avowal, above related, was 
made to Dr. Massie long alter Mr. Lincoln, 
abortive Abolition proclamation was issued. 
It shows where the "friends of freedom" 
(freedom to negroes — slavery to the whites) 
really ore — that they mean to keep np this 
awful war, even when they themselves are 
convinced they cannot end it successfully, be 
cause it has not accomplished the object they 
have all along had at heart— the forcible abo- 
lition of negro slavery. That accomplished, 
they are quite willing to "let the South go."

The diriy, 
dark-looking barrels lull cf ''id-smelling 
fluid from which my lady turns away her head 
to-day — to-morrow will be bedizening her 
back or flaunting from her shoulders. The 
epicure, as he smacks his lips over she flavor- 
ing of his custard or his icej, little thinks that 
it U furnibhed by the same odorous article 
which erewhile he used to remove the grease 
spots from his clothes or the painter 
mixed his colors to paint his hou*e 
with. More than this, its wondertul 
efficiency in the generation of gas for Illu- 
minating, and steam for locomotive purposes 
bids fair at no distant d iy to supplant the uae 
of coal for these objects; aud ns application 
to the tanning of lt-uhers is the subject of a 
patent, which is said to be destined to subvert 
entirely the former processes of this art. In- 
deed, chemists seem to believe that everything 
underand above tbe earth can be done with 
petroleum, so unremitting are they in their 
experiments on it, and so wouderfully far has 
it responded to their applications.

MEETING OF THE CITY COUNCIL. 

Action in regard to the Removal of the 
Capital to this City-Election of 
Coancilmen. 

Both boards of the Council assembled at 
the city building at the usual hour last even- 
ing. A message wss received from the Mayor 
in regard to the removal of the Capital to this 
city, in which he stated that there was a propo 
sition before the State Legislature for the re- 
moval of the Capital to some river town , and 
urging upon the Council the necessity of 
taking some immediate action in regard to the 
matter, in the message was enclosed a letter 
from J. R.Thomas, chairman of the committee 
of co operation and public institutions, asking 
what was the feeling of the people of Louis- 
ville in regard to the removal of the Capital 
to this city, and what they would do with the 
pub!ic buildings here. He further stated that 
as chairman of that committee he wouid take 
no action in regard to the resolution now 
pending before the House until be heard U cm 
the tity. The Council referred the matter to 
the committee on contracts, with the privi- 
lege of reporting at once. The committee, 
through their chairman, R. J. Elliott, offered 
the following preamble and resolution : 

Whereas, Measures sre sbout being taken 
for the removsl of the Capital of the State 
from the tcity of Frankfort; and whereas, it 
is deemed thst it will be greatly advantageous 
to the city of Louisville that the removal be 
to said citv; therefore, 

Renlved by the] General Council of the City 
of Louisville, That in the event of the remo- 
val of the State Capital to the city, (which re- 
moval we, as representatives of the city, and 
in behalf of the citizens, desire and solicit,) 
we will to the fullest possible extenj surren- 
der the public property in the control of the 
said city to the use of the State Government, 
without charge, and until the necessary build- 
ings may be erected by the State. And fur- 
ther, that all aid which the State may require 
In reference to the erection of public build- 
ings for the use of the State officers and State 
purposes will be cheerfully rendered bv lb i 
city. 

This preamble and resolution was passed 
by both baards, and we understand that the 
Mayor will proceed to Frankfort to-day with 
a copy of the same, which will be laid before 
State Legislature. 

A message was also received from the Mayor 
stating that on the 11th instant he purchaatd 
for the city stock in the gas company to the 
amount of 880 shares, amounting in the ag 
gregate to $67,980, leaving a credit of balance 
due the city on dividends, interest, ic, ol 
'$48,144 70, making $19,835 21 still due the 
gas company, on which amount the el'.y pro- 
pose to p*> interest until the 1st of July next, 
when the principal and interest will all be 
paid 

The Mayor also sent in a message slating 
that he had sold to the United States govern- 
ment three of the old hand-engines, three 
hose-carriages snd 1,800 feet of hose for the 
sum of $3,200, for which he had received a 
quartermaster's voucher. 

A resolution pissed the lo«ver board re- 
questing the Legislature of the State to 
amend the charter of the ''Cave Hill Ceme- 
tery Comply." This amendment so alters 
the charter that the lots in the cemetery can- 
not be subject to execution or sale; »nd also 
to sllow the manag rs to elect the directors. 
In the upper board the resolution was re- 
Finance. 

In the lower board a petition against the 
Louisville and Jeffersonville Ferry Company 
for irregular running during the past six 
months, signed by a number of citizens, and 
the Council to take some action in the 
matter, wa prrsented and read. The petition 
was referred to a special committee, consist-

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From East Tennessee-The Kkrel Ar- 
my. — A prominent citizm of Knoxvllle, who 
has arrived at Cincinnati, furnishes the fol- 
lowing Interesting particulars: "Longstreet 
Is encamped thirty-two miles from Kuoxville, 
with his front extending a distance of twenty 
miles. He has built winter quarters and en 
trenched himself completely. His force num 
bers from twenty-seven to thirty thousand 
men, and It is reported that Ewell's division, 
from Lee's army, has re< ently re enforced him 
There was continual skirmishing going on all 
along the entiri- line between the two armies 
General Foster feels confident of being able 
to defend Knoxvllle from any attack which 
the Confederate General mcy make, but will 
not be surprised if an attack be made at any 
time. Geueral Granger is in command of the 
forces in the field, and General Foster is Ijlrg 
very i'l at Knoxvllle from the effects of the 
wound he received in Mexico. The citizens 
ot Kooxvill*, who left there a few weeks 
since, through fear of the fall of Knoxville, 
are now returning, having confidence in the 
ability of tha Federal troops to protect the 
city from being captured. 

"About ten days since, General Longstreet 
sent in word to General Foster that he had 
objections to copies of President Lincoln's 
amnesty proclamation being sent to his 
troops without first being submitted to him 
for inspection, and hoped the latter method 
would be adopted la the future. Gen. Foster 
replied by inclosing twenty five copies of the 
proclamation and twenty-fivs copies of Gen 
Grant's order relating thereto. 

"On last Friday week, a Confederate spy 
named Didd was executed near Knoxville. 
When apprehended he was dressed in Fed 
eral uniform, and had a complete list of all 
the Federal regiments, their positions in the 
field, commanders, <fec. &?. He was a Texan 
Ranger in the Confederate service, and ac- 
knowledged, before beitg executed, that he 
had successfully performed the part of a spy 
for the South for over two years."

Los- $.1u.(i00.— For more than a w-ek past, the coal 
dealer* of Covington, who had barges in the Lick- 
ing river, have been exerting th mselves to their 
utmost in transferring ihe coal from their boats to 
a place on sho e, in anticipation of a breaking up 
of the ice in the stream, which they knew would 
he certain destruction to all craft not Bifely har- 
bored By working day and n>ght, thi>y had well 
nigh removed all the 1 black diamonds from the 
river to taeir yards Yesterday morning, about 
1 o'clock, the river coram meed rising very rapidly 
from the effects of late rain', and the melting of 
lite snow, causing the ice to break up and move 
rapidly down toward the Ohio. 

The first disaste-, and by far the worst, was the 
sinking of the steamboat Tempest. She was tied 
up to the shore on the Newport side, jast below 
the Suspension Bridge. An empty coal barge, 
which had parted a hawser and was being carried 
down the stream, struck her on the starboard tide, 
knocking a large hole in her hull and causing her 
to sink in a few minutes. There was bat one per- 
son ou board— the watchman— who escaped to 
shore. As soon as theb>at sunk the ice commenc- 
ed catting her to pieces, a.id in lesMihan an kc.ur 
she was a total wreck. Finally she turned over 
and Hosted oat into the Ohio. Her ba:l lies near 
the Kentucky shore, just above the foot of Main 
street, and a portion of her hurriaane roof drifted 
below the Scott-street Berry Uadiug. The Tempest 
was an old boat, but a very good oue, nevertheless. 
She belonged to A. & V. Shlnkle, who purchased 
her about two months ago for #11.000. We under- 
stand they wera offered $1j,0OJ for her yesterday. 
There was not a ceut of insn ranee on the boat. 

The persons who sustained the losses by the dis- 
aster are, 4r. B ewsier, rive barges, containing 
5.000 bushels of coal; J. O. Biick. three empty 
hnrge*; Philips & Son. of the Licking Roding 
Mill, three birges partially loaded; A. A V Shin 
k'e, six barges, one containing about 3 000 bushels 
of coal: Mr Buchanan, one barge containing about 
10,000 busheU nut boat am slack. 

The total loss, by the sinking of the Tempest 
and the coal-barges, will probably reach $40.0U0. 

The float or dock at the foot of Main streut sank 
yesterday, in consequence of which the boats were 
compelled to discontinue thefr trips at that ferry. 
The Queen City pl.ed the remainder of the day, 
between the f»ot of Madison street, Covington, 
and a point on the t iuciuuati side, between Wal- 
nut and Vine streets.
